In dny well ‘managed enterprise 
pericls of depression aré foreseen as 
accurately as possible and prepared for 
by certain steps calculated to cushion 
the shock. Heretofore, however, la- 
bor has stood on its privilede to re- 
fuse to endure trouble when it came. 
In England, for instance, when periods 
of deflation caught millions without 
cmployment, instead of joining in a 
‘reorganization which would tide them 
over the times, many workers demand- 
dd and received unemployment doles— 
pay for staying idle. In the Ruhs work 
men who ceased to Work in aid of the 
passive resistance program got their 
benefit funds from. the treasury of the
